Michigan State Police Warn of Child Molestation 


Because child molestation inci- 
dents increase heayily in spring 
and summer, parents should cau- 
tion their youngsters now against 
going for walks or rides with any 
stranger, said State Police Sgt. 
Roman Sonsara, commander of the 
Houghton Lake post. 

He advised that this seasonal 
warning be occasionally repeated 
to children as they are outdoors 
more in good weather months. 

Sergeant Sonsara said the State 
Police each year investigate many 
cases of child molestation and a 
large percentage could have been 
avoided if the children had heen 
forewarned, 
such sex offenses are in summer. 
Where adult supervision over 
children in outside activity is not 
possible, parents should insist that 
their youngsters be in company 
with others, Sergeant Sonsara em- 


phasized. A child alone on a play-|@ 


ground, exploring a vacant build- 
ing or loitering in an alley can 
too easily become the prey of a 
molester. 

ANY INCIDENTS involving mo- 
lestation. of children should be 
promptly reported by parents to 
police. Sergeant Sonsara said this 
will expedite investigation which 
can help thwart. possible other at- 
tempts by an offender. He stresséd 
that names of minors molested and 
their parents are not made public 
except where warranted in cases 
of abduction or murder/ 

Sergeant Sonsara listed these 
guides for parents in cautioning 
youngsters about . molestration 
dangers: -. 

Children should aint: ‘go for walks} 

or rides with any person without 
parental approval. 
Since there is greater safety in’ 
{numbers; ‘children ‘should have 
companions going to and from 
school, at_ playgrounds, going to or 
from. movies, when Fimning er- 
rands, etc. .
